1. He has just concluded a treaty of 
Reciprocity with Brazil (population, in- 
cluding negroes and Indians, about four- 
teen millions) retrcted to enumerated 
articles on both sides. 

2 The chief exportable products o 
Brazil, viz., sugars, mulasses, coffee, rub- 
ber, hides, etc., are admitted into the 
United States free of duty in considera- 
tion of the free admission of flour, corn- 
meal, potatoes, hay and oats, pork, (ex- 
cept hama), fish, coal, agrcultural tovls 
and iraplements, mining machinery, and 
machinery for manufacturing and indus- 
trial purposes (except sewing machines), 
reilway construction, material and equip- 
ment, etc. 

The above are, ferthe most part, pro- 
ducta which Brazil must import or fore- 
go the use of, and therefore own con- 
summers benefit by their free admission. 

3. Now, if Mr. Blaine can make a “‘re- 
s‘ricted” treaty of Reciprocity with Brazil, 
with out wrecking the Constitution, what 
claus. or provision of that instrument 
inhibits him from making a similar 
treaty with Canada! There is iso the 
precedent of 1854. 

The truth is, Ma. Editor, he has been 
persuaded that there are eneugh traitors 
in Canadato hand over to him our tariff 
making power against all other nations, 
including his own.
